ford White is now' sane. Their opin­ 
ion— purely an advisory one. since it 
is the court which will m ake the de­ 
cision— wras not 
concurred 
in

once by the justice. 
Immediately after the 
Jury 
an­ 
nounced 
its 
decision, 
Attorney 
Stanchfield for Thaw moved that the 
prisoner be liberated 
immediately, 
pending action by the judge upon the 
recommendation by the Jury. Justice 
Hendrick refused this motion, but 
announced that he would meet 
the 
attorneys for both sides in his cham ­ 
bers at l l a. rn. tomorrow when he 
would give a ruling on the motion. 
The Justice did not say when he 
would announce his action upon the 
recommendation of 
the jury. 
The 
jury was only 4 8 minutes in reach­ 
ing its agreement. 
Only one ballot 
was taken— the decision being u n ­ 
animously in favor of the m urderer 
of Stanford White.

THIRD OLDEST MAN ON THE ROAD 


Was BS Years Old and Long 
on Run Betw een Winona 
and Waseca, His 
Home 


Death struck in the cab 
of 
a 
speeding passenger 
train 
on 
the 
Northwestern road last night 
be­ 
tween 
Owatonna 
and 
Havana, 
.u*nn., and Engineer William Scott, 
third oldest driver on the Minneso­ 
ta division of the road, toppled from 
his seat, his dead hand slipping from 
the throttle he had Just pulled op­ 
en to the forty-mlle-an-hour notch. 
Scott was well-known to La Crosse 
railroad men. 
Fireman Witnesses Traffic Death 
Mr. Scott had given instructions 
to his fireman, T. M. Lippert, 
to 
“load her up” when the train pulled 
out of Owatonna. 
The locomotive 
had gained speed and was traveling 
forty miles an hour between Owa­ 
tonna and 
Havana 
when Lippert 
went to the front of the tender to 
ruathe fresh air. 
He stood in that 
position when the venerable engine- 
driver pitched from his seat to the 
tab ’s floor where he lay motionless 
while the locomotive 
rocked and 
swayed as it thundered 
over 
the 
rails with the throttle wide open. 
Finds Engineer Is Dead 
The fireman brought the engine 
to a stop while he at the same time 
bent over his stricken 
companion. 
Mr. Scott had been attacked 
with 
heart failure. 
He was 
overcome 
without uttering a word, according 
to the fireman early this 
morning. 
There had been no complaint of ill­ 
ness. 
The fireman took the train 
the 
additional three miles into Havana 
ll here the dispatchers’ office in Wi­ 
nona was advised. 
The 
engineer 
was stricken at 7:40. 
The train at 
that time was about 
50 minutes 
late. 
The dispatcher here ordered En­ 
gineer C. L. Peterson of Rochester, 
in charge of the hill engine there, 
to substitute for Mr. Scott.

time the express train was held at 
the little station at Havana. 
The 
dispatchers also sent a special train 
of an engine and a caboose to that 
station to receive the body of the 
dead engineman.
